Article  I. 

STATUTORY  PROVISIONS. 

Chapter  32,  Public  Acts  of  1917. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Home  Guard. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of1  Representatives  in  General 
Assembly  convened : 

\ Section  1.  The  Governor  is  authorized  to  appoint  a board  com- 
posed of  three  members  to  be  known  as  the  Military  Emergency 
jBoard  who  shall  hold  office  from  the  date  of  their  appointment  until 
April  1,  1919,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 
Said  board  shall  take  proper  action  to  perfect  and  maintain  a body 
of  armed  troops  for  constabulary  duty  within  the  state  of  Connecti- 
cut to  be  known  as  the  Home  Guard.  Such  troops  shall  be  recruited 
from  the  unorganized  militia  who  cannot  be  held  for  service  in  the 
National  Guard,  and  shall  he  called  into  service  only  by  order  of  the 
Governor  or  acting  Governor. 

Sec.  2.  Said  board,  acting  with  the  Governor,  shall  make  regula- 
tions to  provide  for  the  manner  and  form  of  enlistment,  organiza- 
tion, government,  discipline,  maintenance,  armament  and  equipment, 
ind  for  compensation  of  the  Home  Guard  when  called  into  active 
service,  and  do  all  things  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  out  the 
imposes  of  this  act.  Such  compensation  so  paid  shall  not  be  at  a 
greater  rate  than  that  paid  the  National  Guard  while  in  active 
service. 

Sec.  3.  The  comptroller  is  directed,  upon  request  of  the  Governor, 
to  draw  his  order  on  the  treasurer  for  such  sums  as  the  Military 
Emergency  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  the  Board 
>f  Control,  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  tne  purposes  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  March  9,  1917. 
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Chapter  375,  Public  Acts  of  1917. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Organization  oe  the  Home  Guard. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  When  any  organization  shall  have  enlisted  prior  to 
the  passage  of  this  act  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  32  of  the 
public  acts  of  1917,  such  organization  may  be  accepted,  equipped 
and  maintained  by  the  Military  Emergency  Board,  provided  such 
organization  shall  not  exceed  a maximum  strength  of  sixty-eight  men. 

Sec.  2.  The  Governor  and  Board  of  Control  are  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  approve  the  expenditure  of  such  sums  as  are  recommended 
by  the  Military  Emergency  Board  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  and  the  comptroller  is  directed,  upon  such  approval,  to  draw  his 
order  on  the  treasurer  for  such  sums. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  May  16,  1917. 

Chapter  355,  Public  Acts  of  1917. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Government  and  Discipline  of  the 
Military  Forces  of  the  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Assembly  convened: 

Every  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  private  or  member  of  a 
band  in  the  organized  militia  of  the  state,  absent  without  leave  or 
excuse  satisfactory  to  his  commanding  officer  from  any  parade  or 
encampment,  shall  be  fined  five  dollars  for  each  day  absent;  for 
absence  from  any  roll  call,  one  dollar  and  for  unsoldier ly  conduct 
or  disobedience  to  orders  at  any  drill,  parade  or  encampment,  may 
be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars  by  his  commanding  officer,  who 
shall  notify  him  of  such  fine  within  ten  days  after  such  absence  or 
offense,  if  such  fine  is  not  paid  within  ten  days  after  such  notice, 
such  commanding  officer  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  commander 
of  his  regiment  or  corps,  and  such  commanding  officer,  either  in 
person  or  by  an  officer  appointed  by  him,  shall  hear  and  determine 
the  case,  and  at  any  time  within  six  months  after  such  hearing,  may 
draw  a warrant  for  the  collection  of  such  line  or  fines,  directed  to 
the  sheriff  or  any  proper  officer,  who  shall  proceed  to  enforce  and 
collect  the  same  in,  the  same  manner  as  an  execution  issued  in  any 
action  founded  upon  tort.  Such  fines,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  company  or  organization  to  which  the 
offender  belongs.  Any  person  committed  to  jail  by  authority  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  required  to  perform  such  work  as 
his  physical  condition  will  allow,  and  shall  be  discharged  when  his 
labor  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day  shall  amount  to  such  fine  or 
fines  with  interest,  including  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  week  for  board,  during  the  period  of  commitment.  Upon 
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discharge  of  such  person,  the  county  commissioners  shall  pay  to  the 
person  issuing  such  warrant,  for  the  benefit  of  the  company  or  organ- 
ization to  which  such  offender  belongs,  the  amount  of  such  fine  or 
fines,  with  costs  taxed  by  the  authority  committing  such  offender. 
The  provisions  of  this  act  and  of  all  laivs  concerning  the  government 
and  discipline  of  the  organized  militia  of  the  state  shall  apply, 
mutatis  mutandis,  to  the  Home  Guard,  subject  to  such  modifications 
is  are  made  necessary  by  the  form  of  organization  of  such  Home 
fruard,  or  by  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  Military  Emergency 
Board. 

Approved  May  16,  1917. 

Extragts  from  Chapter  290,  Laws  of  1917,  being  “An  Act  con- 
cerning the  Militia,”  with  Necessary  Modifications. 

Section  18.  At  any  time  the  moral  character,  capacity  and 
[general  fitness  for  the  service  of  any  Home  Guard  officer  may  be 
^determined  by  an  efficiency  board  of  three  commissioned  officers, 
senior  in  rank  to  the  officer  whose  fitness  for  service  shall  be  under 
investigation,  and  if  the  findings  of  such  board  be  unfavorable  to 
such  officer  and  be  approved  by  the  Governor,  he  shall  be  discharged. 
Commissions  of  officers  may  be  vacated  upon  resignation,  or  absence 
without  leave  for  three  months,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  an 
efficiency  board  or  pursuant  to  sentence  of  a court  martial. 

Section  19.  Every  person  who  shall  have  served  the  prescribed 
period  of  enlistment  in  the  Home  Guard,  shall,  after  the  expiration 
of  said  period  of  enlistment,  he  thereby  entitled  to  an  honorable 
I discharge,  exempting  him  from  military  duty  thereafter,  except  in 
case  of  war,  invasion,  rebellion,  riot,  or  reasonable  apprehension 
thereof,  but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  against  whom 
military  charges  are  pending.  No  person  shall  be  dishonorably  dis- 
charged from  the  Home  Guard  except  upon  sentence  of  a general 
or  special  court  martial.  No  resignation,  removal  or  discharge  shall 
in  any  way  affect  the  liability  of  any  person  for  public  property  in 
his  possession  or  for  which  he  is  responsible,  or  for  fines  or  dues, 
due  the  organization  to  which  such  person  belongs,  or  for  fines  for 
non-performance  of  military  duty  legally  imposed. 

Section  20.  In  case  of  riot  or  civil  commotion  in  any  place  in 
this  state  any  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  enforce  the  civil  authority 
at  any  such  place,  may,  if  he  considers  that  the  force  at  his  disposal 
is  not  sufficient,  inform  the  Governor  or  acting  Governor  who  may 
order  out  such  portion  of  the  Home  Guard  as  he  thinks  proper  for 
such  duty  as  he  deems  necessary. 

Section  21.  The  Home  Guard  may  parade  for  drill,  escort  duty 
or  any  special  service  as  ordered  by  the  Governor,  and  shall  par- 
ticipate in  encampments,  maneuvers  or  other  exercise,  including 
outdoor  target  practice,  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Governor. 
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Section  22.  Each  company,  troop,  and  detachment  in  the  Horn 
Guard  shall  assemble  for  drill  and  instructions,  including  indoo: 
target  practice,  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Military  Emergency 
Board. 

Section  26.  Every  state  armory  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  i 
commissioned  officer,  designated  by  the  Adjutant  General  of  th( 
state,  and  all  halls,  buildings  or  quarters  leased  or  provided  for  th< 
use  of  organizations  of  the  Home  Guard  shall,  during  such  occupancy 
be  under  the  charge  of  a commissioned  officer  of  the  Home  Guarc 
designated  by  the  Military  Emergency  Board,  and  in  state  armories 
or  such  leased  armories  or  quarters,  shall  be  kept  all  property 
furnished  to  any  command  quartered  therein,  and  the  commanding 
officer  of  every  such  command  shall  be  responsible  for  such  property, 
and  shall  execute  such  bonds  therefor  as  the  Military  Emergency 
Board  shall  require;  and  no  command  shall  be  so  furnished 
until  such  bonds  shall  be  executed  and  approved  by  the  Military 
Emergency  Board,  nor  until  a suitable  armory  or  suitable  quarters 
shall  be  selected  for  the  deposit  of  such  property7. 

Section  29.  For  each  day7’s  service  in  complete  uniform,  when 
ordered  out  by  the  Military  Emergency  Board  for  maneuvers,  field 
exercise  or  target  practice,  not  exceeding  fifteen  days  in  each  year, 
each  commissioned  officer  shall  be  paid  at  the  same  rate,  base  pay, 
as  an  officer  of  like  grade  in  the  army  of  the  United  States;  each 
department,  corps  and  regimental  non-commissioned  staff  officer 
and  each  first  sergeant,  company  supply  sergeant  and  mess  sergeant, 
three  dollars;  each  sergeant,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  each 
corporal,  two  dollars  and  twenty- five  cents;  each  other  enlisted  man, 
two  dollars,  and  each  member  of  a band,  four  dollars,  and  after 
said  period,  the  pay  of  their  grade  in  the  United  States  Army. 

Section  30.  Every  officer  or  soldier  wounded  or  disabled,  and  the 
widow  and  each  child  of  every  officer  or  soldier,  killed  while  in  the 
active  service  of  the  state,  or  the  mother  of  such  soldier  or  officer 
who  is  dependent  upon  him  for  support,  when  such  disability  or 
death  is  incident  to  the  service,  shall  be  suitably  provided  for  by  the 
general  assembly. 

Section  33.  Courts-martial  shall  be  of  three  kinds,  namely,  Gene- 
ral courts-martial,  special  courts-martial,  and  summary  courts-mar- 
tial. They7  shall  be  constituted  in  the  same  manner,  have  cognizance 
of  the  same  subjects  and  possess  the  same  powers,  except  as  to  pun- 
ishments, as  similar  courts  provided  for  by  the  laws  and  regulations 
governing  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  the  proceedings  of 
courts-martial  of  the  Home  Guard  shall  follow  the  forms  and  modes 
of  procedure  prescribed  for  said  similar  courts. 

Section  34.  General  courts-martial  may  be  convened  by1  order  of 
the  Governor,  and  such  courts  shall  have  power  to  impose  fines  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars;  to  sentence  to  forfeiture  of  pay  and 
allowance;  to  a reprimand;  to  dismissal  or  dishonorable  discharge 
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rom  the  service;  to  reduction  of  non-commissioned  officers  to  the 
■anks;  or  any  two  or  more  of  such  punishments  may  be  combined  in 
he  sentences  imposed  by  such  courts. 

Section  35.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  military  district, 
egiment,  corps,  detached  battalion  or  other  detached  command,  may 
ippoint  special  courts-martial  for  his  command;  but  such  special 
;ourts-martial  may  in  any  case  be  appointed  by  superior  authority 
ivhen  by  the  latter  deemed  desirable.  Special  courts-martial  shall 
lave  power  to  try  any  person  subject  to  military  law,  except  a com- 
missioned officer,  for  any  crime  or  offense  made  punishable  by  the 
military  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  such  special  courts-martial 
shall  have  the  same  powers  of  punishment  as  general  courts-martial, 
except  that  fines  imposed  by  such  courts  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Section  30.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  military  district, 
regiment  or  corps,  detached  battalion,  company  or  other  detachment 
may  appoint  for  such  place  or  command  a summary  court  to  consist 
of  one  officer  who  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  to  try 
the  enlisted  men  of  such  place  or  command  for  breaches  of  discipline 
and  violations  of  laws  governing  such  organizations;  and  said  court, 
when  satisfied  of  the  guilt  of  such  soldier,  may  impose  fines  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  any  single  offense;  may  sentence 
non-commissioned  officers  to  reduction  to  the  ranks ; and  may 
sentence  to  forfeiture  of  pay  and  allowances.  The  proceedings  of 
such  courts  shall  be  informal,  and  the  minutes  thereof  shall  be  the 
same  as  prescribed  for  summary  courts  of  the  army  of  the  United 
States. 

Section  37.  All  courts-martial,  including  summary  courts,  shall 
have  power  to  sentence  to  confinement  in  lieu  of  fines  authorized  to 
be  imposed,  provided  such  sentences  of  confinement  shall  not  exceed 
one  day  for  each  dollar  of  fine  authorized. 

Section  38.  No  sentence  of  dismissal  from  the  service  or  dis- 
honorable discharge,  imposed  by  a court-martial,  shall  lie  executed 
until  approved  by  the  Governor. 

Section  39.  Presidents  of  courts-martial  and  summary  court 
officers  shall  have  power  to  issue  warrants  to  arrest  accused  persons 
and  to  bring  them  before  the  court  for  trial  whenever  such  persons 
shall  have  disobeyed  an  order  in  writing  from  the  convening  authority 
to  appear  before  such  court,  a copy  of  the  charge  or  charges  having 
been  delivered  to  the  accused  with  such  order,  and  to  issue  subpoenas 
and  subpoenas  duces  tecum  and  to  enforce  by  attachment  attendance 
of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  to  sentence 
for  a refusal  to  be  sworn  or  to  answer  as  provided  in  actions  before 
civil  courts.  The  fines  imposed  by  sentence  of  a court-martial  or 
summary  court  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  state,  and  shall  be  collected 
by  a warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  president  or  summary  court 
officer,  directed  to  a sheriff  or  other  proper  officer  or  indifferent 
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person  who  shall  collect  them,  with  lawful  costs,  as  on  executions 
issued  in  actions  founded  upon  a tort,  and  pay  them  to  the  state 
treasurer,  except  the  costs  of  collections;  and  in  all  cases  in  whicl 
a fine  and  costs  shall  be  imposed  by  a general  or  special  court-mar 
tial,  and  the  sentence  of  such  court  shall  be  approved,  and  its  presi- 
dent shall  die  or  be  discharged  or  promoted,  without  having  issued 
a warrant  for  such  fine  or  costs,  the  member  of  such  court  remaining 
next  in  rank  to  him  shall  issue  such  warrant.  When  imprisonment 
is  imposed  by  a sentence  of  a general  or  special  court-martial,  a 
mittimus  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  court  and  addressed 
to  a sheriff  or  other  proper  officer;  and  in  all  such  cases,  if  the 
sentence  of  such  court  shall  be  approved  and  its  president  shall  die 
or  be  discharged  or  promoted,  without  having  issued  the  mittimus 
for  such  confinement,  the  member  of  such  court  remaining  next  in 
rank  to  him  shall  issue  such  mittimus.  Mittimus  for  imprisonment 
in  a jail,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may  be  in  the  form  pre- 
scribed by  the  Military  Emergency  Board. 

Section  40.  If  any  person  or  persons  resisting  the  laws  of  the 
state  or  unlawfully  or  riotously  assembled,  shall  be  injured  or  killed 
by  any  of  the  Home  Guard  called  out  for  service  in  such  cases, 
every  member  of  the  Home  Guard  so  called  out  shall  be  discharged 
from  all  civil  or  criminal  liability  therefor.  All  active  members  of 
the  Home  Guard  shall,  except  for  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the 
peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  and  imprisonment  by  civil  authority 
while  under  orders  in  the  active  service  of  the  state,  from  the  date 
of  the  issuing  of  such  orders  to  the  time  when  such  service  shall 
cease. 

Section  41.  The  reports  and  communications  of  all  officers  and 
members  of  the  Home  Guard  in  the  line  of  their  military  duty, 
addressed  to  their  superiors,  shall  be  privileged  communications  and 
shall  not  be  competent  evidence  against  the  writer  in  any  civil  or 
criminal  action  in  the  courts  of  this  state,  and  in  case  any  action 
shall  be  brought  against  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Home  Guard 
because  of  such  reports  or  communications,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Judge  Advocate  or  the  Attorney-General,  or  both  of  them,  at  the 
direction  of  the  Governor,  to  appear  in  behalf  of  said  officer  or 
member  of  the  Home  Guard  and  defend  said  action  without  cost  to 
him. 

Article  II. 

THE  MILITARY  EMERGENCY  BOARD. 

1.  The  Governor  is  the  Commander-in-chief  of  all  military 
forces  of  the  state,  and  acting  with  him  the  Military  Emergency 
Board  will  exercise  the  supreme  command  over  the  Home  Guard. 
Its  headquarters  will  be  in  Hartford  and  will  be  the  headquarters 
of  the  Home  Guard. 

2.  The  Military  Emergency  Board  will  take  proper  action 
to  perfect  and  maintain  the  Home  Guard  and,  acting  with  the 
Governor,  will  issue  all  orders  and  instructions  and  make  all 


ules  and  regulations  for  the  manner  and  form  of  enlistment, 
>rganization,  government,  discipline,  maintenance,  armament,  and 
equipment  and  for  compensation  when  the  Home  Guard  is  called  into 
he  active  service  of  the  state,  and  will  do  all  things  necessary  and 
oroper  to  carry  out  such  purposes. 

i 3.  To  the  Military  Emergency  Board  will  be  sent  through  military 
?hannels  all  reports  and  returns  of  all  officers  of  the  Home  Guard 
ind  all  orders  and  papers  which  are  required  in  administration. 

Article  III. 

ORGANIZATION. 

1.  The  Connecticut  Home  Guard  shall  consist  of  regularly  enlisted 
imen  and  commissioned  officers,  organized  as  hereinafter  provided. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  organization  and  administration,  the  state 
has  been  divided  into  six  military  districts  as  follows: 

The  FIRST  MILITARY  DISTRICT,  containing  the  towns 
in  Hartford  County  and  Tolland  County; 

The  SECOND  MILITARY  DISTRICT,  containing  the 

towns  in  New  Haven  County,  except  those  in  the  Naugatuck 
Valley  hereinafter  named; 

The  THIRD  MILITARY  DISTRICT,  containing  the  towns 
in  New  London  County  and  Windham  County; 

The  FOURTH  MILITARY  DISTRICT,  containing  the 

towns  in  Fairfield  County,  except  the  Borough  of  Shelton; 

The  FIFTH  MILITARY  DISTRICT,  containing  the  towns 
in  Litchfield  County,  and  the  towns  of  Waterbury,  Middlebury, 
Woodbury,  Southbury,  Oxford,  Naugatuck,  Beacon  Falls,  Sey- 
mour, Ansonia,  Derby,  and  the  Borough  of  Shelton ; 

The  SIXTH  MILITARY  DISTRICT,  containing  the  towns  in 
Middlesex  County. 

3.  Each  military  district  shall  be  under  the  command  of  a District 
Commander  with  the  rank  of  colonel.  He  may  appoint  a district 
adjutant,  a district  quartermaster  and  a district  intelligence  officer, 
each  with  the  rank  of  captain,  and  a chief  surgeon  with  the  rank  of 
major. 

4.  Every  unit  of  the  Home  Guard  shall  be  under  command  and 
charge  of  the  District  Commander  of  its  district,  but  will  receive 
orders  and  instructions  from  the  Military  Emergency  Board  directly. 

5.  In  each  district  there  will  be  a regiment  of  infantry  of  not  more 
than  twelve  (12)  companies.  The  District  Commander  shall  be  the 
Colonel  of  this  regiment,  and  the  district  adjutant  and  district 
quartermaster  shall  be  the  regimental  adjutant  and  regimental 
quartermaster  respectively.  In  addition  to  the  adjutant  and  quarter- 
master the  regimental  staff  will  be  as  follows: 
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1 — chaplain,  with  lank  of  captain; 

1 — inspector  of  small  arms  practice,  with  rank  of  captain 

1 — intelligence  officer,  with  rank  of  first  lieutenant; 

1 — surgeon,  with  rank  of  major;  and 

1 — assistant  surgeon,  with  rank  of  first  lieutenant. 

6.  The  regimental  non-commissioned  staff  will  be  as  follows: 

1 — regimental  sergeant  major, 

1 —  regimental  quartermaster  sergeant, 

2 —  color  sergeants. 

7.  The  battalion  staff  will  be  composed  of 

1 — battalion  adjutant, 

1 — assistant  surgeon, 

each  with  rank  of  first  lieutenant. 

8.  The  companies  in  regiments  will  be  designated  by  letters. 
The  remaining  companies  in  each  district  will  be  designated  by  the 
name  of  the  town  in  which  each  is  situated;  for  instance,  the  Bethel 
Company,  4th  District,  C.  H.  G.,  or  the  Lakeville  Company,  5th 
District,  C.  H.  G.  When  there  are  more  than  one  company  in  a town, 
they  will  be  designated,  for  instance,  as  First  Danbury  Company, 
4th  District,  C.  H.  G.,  or  Second  Danbury  Company,  4th  District, 
C.  H.  G.  In  each  district,  one  or  more  provisional  battalions  may 
be  organized,  composed  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  four 
companies.  Such  battalions  will  be  designated  by  letters;  for 
instance,  Battalion  A,  2nd  District,  C.  H.  G. 

9.  Infantry  companies  shall  contain  not  less  than  fifty  (50)  nor 
more  than  sixty-five  (65)  men,  with  three  commissioned  officers. 

10.  The  non-commissioned  officers  of  each  company  will  be 

1 — first  duty  sergeant, 

I — supply  sergeant, 

4 — duty  sergeants, 

1 —  corporal  for  each  squad, 

2 —  musicians. 

11.  To  each  regiment  may  be  attached  one  supply  company,  which 
shall  be  under  the  command  of  the  regimental  quartermaster  and 
shall  consist  of.  in  addition  to  the  quartermaster,  one  first  lieutenant 
and  twenty-four  enlisted  men.  There  also  may  be  a headquarters 
detachment  for  each  regiment  consisting  of  not  less  than  fifteen 
(15)  nor  more  than  thirty  (30)  enlisted  men,  under  the  command 
of  the  regimental  adjutant. 

12.  Transport  companies,  when  organized  under  the  order  of  the 
Military  Emergency  Board,  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  thirty-five 
(35)  nor  more  than  forty-five  (45)  enlisted  men  and  three  officers. 

13.  In  each  district  there  may  be  formed  and  attached  to  the 
regiment  in  said  district  an  ambulance  company,  consisting  of 
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1 —  captain, 

4 — first  lieutenants, 

2 —  sergeants, 

4 — corporals, 

24 — privates. 

l'he  commissioned  officers  shall  be  physicians  and  appointed  upon  the 
iaomination  of  the  Chief  Surgeon.  These  companies  may  be  divided 
into  two  platoons  which  may  be  located  in  different  towns. 

14.  Each  machine  gun  company  shall  be  composed  of  four  com- 
missioned officers  and  forty-eight  enlisted  men.  Each  machine  gun 
platoon  shall  be  composed  of  two  lieutenants  and  twenty-four  en- 
listed men. 

15.  The  non-commissioned  officers  of  each  machine  gun  company 

will  be 

1 — first  sergeant, 

1 — supply  sergeant, 

1 —  range  finder  sergeant, 

2 —  corporals — agents  of  communication, 

4 — sergeants, 

4 — corporals, 

2 — musicians, 

2 — mechanics. 

16.  The  machine  gun  units  for  administrative  and  supply  purposes 
shall  be  attached  to  the  district  in  which  each  is  located.  For  tactical 
purposes  these  units  shall  be  organized  into  a battalion  or  corps  to  be 
known  and  designated  as  the  Machine  Gun  Corps,  C.  H.  G.,  and  shall 

(be  under  the  command  of  a major. 

17.  When  the  organization  of  separate  infantry  platoons  has  been 
authorized  under  general  orders  by  the  Military  Emergency  Board, 
they  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than 
I thirty-seven  (37)  enlisted  men,  and  one  or  two  commissioned  officers, 

> with  rank  of  first  lieutenant  or  second  lieutenant.  The  non-com- 
missioned officers  of  separate  infantry  platoons  shall  consist  of  not 
more  than  four  sergeants,  a corporal  for  each  squad,  and  one 
musician. 

18.  The  Naval  Battalion  of  the  Connecticut  Home  Guard  is  organ- 
ized as  follows: 

A commanding  officer,  with  rank  of  Commander; 

His  staff  consisting  of 

1 — Executive  officer,  with  rank  of  lieutenant-commander, 

1 — surgeon,  with  rank  of  lieutenant, 

1 — paymaster,  with  rank  of  lieutenant,  junior  grade, 

1 — assistant  surgeon,  with  rank  of  lieutenant,  junior  grade; 

and  a chief  petty  officer’s  staff,  consisting  of 
1 — chief  machinist  mate, 

1 — chief  electrician. 
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19.  Division  officers. 

1 — -lieutenant, 

1 —  lieutenant,  junior  grade, 

2 —  ensigns, 

1 — assistant  surgeon,  with  rank  of  ensign. 

Division  Petty  Officers : 

1 — first  class  boatswain’s  mate, 

1 — first  class  quartermaster, 

1 — first  class  yeoman, 

1 — second  class  yeoman, 

1 — second  class  boatswain’s  mate, 

1 — second  class  gunner’s  mate, 

5 — second  class  machinist’s  mates, 

1 — second  class  quartermaster, 

5 — coxswains, 

1 — third  class  gunner’s  mate. 

20.  Each  division  shall  consist  of  the  division  officers  and  petty 
officers  above  designated  and  sixty -two  (62)  seamen. 

Article  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

1.  The  grades  of  military  rank  will  conform  to  the  grades  of  rank 
of  the  Army  and  National  Guard  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
tactical  duties  of  officers  will  be  those  required  by  the  drill  regula- 
tions of  the  United  States  Army. 

2.  The  administrative  duties  of  officers  will  correspond  to  those 
required  of  the  same  officers  in  the  Army  or  National  Guard  of  the 
United  States. 

3.  All  officers  are  subject  to  any  duties  the  commanding  officer  may 
impose. 

4.  The  duties  of  the  officers  designated  as  “ Intelligence  Officers  ” 
shall  be  to  take  charge  under  the  district  or  regimental  commander 
of  all  matters  relating  to  a system  of  alarm,  signal,  mobilization  and 
means  of  communication  in  his  Military  District  and  such  other 
staff  duties  as  may  be  imposed  upon  them  by  the  district  or  regi- 
mental commander. 

5.  Every  person  to  be  appointed  a commissioned  officer  and  every 
person  to  be  promoted  may  be  required  to  pass  a satisfactory  ex- 
amination before  an  examining  board  prior  to  being  appointed. 

6.  The  field  officers  and  the  adjutant  of  each  Military  District  shall 
constitute  the  examining  board  for  the  examination  of  all  officers, 
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except  medical  officers  and  officers  of  the  Naval  Battalion,  in  each 
district.  Three  members  of  this  board  shall  constitute  a quorum. 
Either  the  commander  of  the  Machine  Gun  Corps  or  an  officer  de- 
tailed by  him,  shall  act  on  an  examining  board  when  a machine  gun 
officer  is  to  be  appointed  or  promoted.  The  commander  of  the  Naval 
Battalion  shall  detail  three  officers  to  act  as  an  examining  board  for 
the  appointment  or  promotion  of  all  officers  of  the  Naval  Battalion. 

7.  All  nominations  for  commissioned  officers,  except  medical 
officers,  shall  be  made  by  the  regimental  or  district  commanders  or 
by  the  commander  of  the  Naval  Battalion  to  the  Military  Emergency 
Board,  and  if  said  Board  approves  such  nominations,  it  will  make 
temporary  appointment  of  officers  accordingly,  and  when  any 
officer  so  appointed  shall  present  to  said  Board  a certificate  from  the 
proper  examining  board,  showing  that  he  has  passed  a satisfactory 
examination,  his  permanent  appointment  will  be  made  and  he  will  be 
recommended  to  the  Governor  for  proper  commission.  Nominations 
and  appointments  of  officers  for  promotion  will  be  made  in  the  same 
manner. 

8.  Nominations  of  medical  officers  shall  be  made  by  district  com- 
manders to  the  chief  surgeon  of  the  Home  Guard,  and  no  medical 
officers  will  be  appointed  and  commissioned  without  his  approval. 

9.  Each  officer,  on  receiving  the  orders  for  his  temporary  appoint- 
ment from  the  Military  Emergency  Board,  shall  immediately  forward 
his  oath  of  office  and  a statement  of  any  service  he  may  have  ren- 
dered in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States  or  in  the  National 
Guard,  with  his  postoffice  address  and  date  and  place  of  birth,  on 
blanks  provided  for  such  purpose. 

10.  Any  officer  may  be  temporarily  assigned  to  do  duty  with 
another  command,  or  in  another  department  than  his  own,  by 
authority  of  the  Military  Emergency  Board. 

11.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  any  district  or  regimental  com- 
mander the  interests  of  the  service  seem  to  require  it,  he  may  detail 
temporarily  an  officer  of  his  district  or  regiment,  to  train  and  dis- 
cipline any  company.  For  such  purpose  an  officer  so  detailed  shall 
have  all  the  authority  of  the  company  commander. 

12.  No  officer  shall  at  any  time  absent  himself  from  his  command 
for  a period  of  more  than  twenty  days,  without  obtaining  a leave 
of  absence  from  the  Military  Emergency  Board.  No  commanding 
officer  shall  absent  himself  from  his  command  more  than  forty-eight 
hours  without  notifying  his  immediate  commander. 

13.  When  troops  are  on  active  duty,  an  officer  shall  not  absent 
himself  from  his  command  for  any  period  without  obtaining  leave 
from  the  highest  commander  on  duty  with  the  troops. 


14.  An  application  for  leave  of  absence,  or  for  an  extension  of  the 
same,  shall  be  made  through  military  channels,  addressed  to  the 
Military  Emergency  Board;  and  shall  state  the  period  for  which  the 
leave  or  extension  is  desired,  and  whether  the  applicant  desires  to 
leave  the  limits  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States.  Intermediate 
commanders  shall  indorse  their  approval  or  disapproval  on  the  appli- 
cation before  transmitting  the  same. 

15.  In  no  case  will  leave  of  absence  be  granted  so  that  a company 
be  left  without  a commissioned  officer ; nor  will  a leave  of  absence  be 
granted  to  an  officer  during  a season  of  active  operations,  except  on 
urgent  necessity. 

10.  Leave  of  absence  will  be  granted  in  the  form  of  special  orders, 
and  no  officer  shall  consider  himself  on  leave  until  he  shall  have  re- 
ceived a copy  of  the  order,  or  notice,  granting  the  same. 

17.  An  officer  obtaining  leave  of  absence  is  considered  as  being  on 
duty  with  his  command  until  he  gives  official  notice  to  his  command- 
ing officer  of  his  intention  to  avail  himself  of  such  leave.  A regi- 
mental or  district  commander  shall  issue  his  order  relinquishing  his 
command,  and  designating  the  officer  on  whom  the  command  falls. 
The  officer  so  designated,  upon  receipt  of  such  order,  shall  issue  his 
own  order  assuming  command. 

18.  An  officer  returning  to  duty  from  leave  of  absence  must  re- 
port immediately  in  writing  through  military  channels  to  the  Mili- 
tary Emergency  Board,  and  forthwith  make  himself  acquainted  with 
all  orders  issued  during  his  absence. 

19.  Resignations  of  all  officers  shall  be  in  writing  addressed  to  the 
Military  Emergency  Board,  and  transmitted  through  intermediate 
commanders,  who  will  endorse  the  same  with  their  approval  or  dis- 
approval. 


Article  V. 

NON-COMMISSIONED  AND  PETTY  OFFICERS. 

1.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  company,  troop  or  platoon,  and 
of  each  division  of  the  Naval  Battalion,  shall  from  its  enlisted  men, 
nominate  its  non-commissioned  officers  or  petty  officers  through 
military  channels  to  the  district  or  regimental  commander  or  com- 
mander of  the  Naval  Battalion  who  shall  appoint  and  issue  warrants 
to  the  persons  nominated  when  approved,  or  order  new  nominations 
when  disapproved;  but  no  non-commissioned  officer’s  warrant  will  be 
issued  to  any  person  not  certified  by  his  immediate  commanding 
officer  to  have  passed  a satisfactory  examination  in  the  school  of  the 
soldier,  school  of  the  squad,  school  of  the  company,  and  guard  duty; 
and  in  the  case  of  the  petty  officers  in  the  Naval  Battalion  in  such 
subjects  as  the  commanding  officer  may  direct. 
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2.  A non-commissioned  or  petty  officer  may  be  reduced  to  the  ranks 
by  sentence  of  a court-martial,  or,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
company  or  division  commander,  by  the  order  of  the  commander 
having  final  authority  to  appoint  such  non-commissioned  officer.  The 
transfer  of  a non-commissioned  officer  from  one  organization  to  an- 
other carries  with  it  reduction  to  the  ranks,  unless  otherwise  specified 
in  the  order  by  authority  competent  to  issue  a new  warrant. 

3.  Besides  the  particular  duties  required  of  non-commissioned  or 
petty  officers  when  in  the  ranks,  according  to  thei  system  of  tactical 
instruction,  it  is  their  duty  at  all  times  to  observe  the  conduct  of 
the  privates,  to  instruct  them  in  their  duties,  and  to  report  immedi- 
ately to  the  proper  authority  every  wilful  breach  of  the  regulations 
or  of  orders. 

4.  A non-commissioned  or  petty  officer  having  been  duly  appointed 
cannot,  at  his  pleasure,  return  to  the  ranks.  His  application  there- 
for must  be  sent  through  military  channels  for  the  action  of  the 
commander  who  appointed  him  or  of  his  successor. 

5.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  company  shall,  from  his 
sergeants,  select  a first  sergeant,  whom  he  will  appoint  in  orders  and 
may  return  to  the  grade  of  sergeant  without  reference  to  higher 
authority.  He  does  not  receive  a warrant  as  such.  He  will  see 
that  all  orders  of  the  company  commander  are  properly  executed. 

6.  The  company  supply  sergeant  shall  take  charge  of  all  property 
for  which  his  company  commander  is  responsible. 

7.  To  test  the  capacity  of  privates  for  the  duties  of  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  company  commanders  may  appoint  lance  corporals 
who  will  be  obeyed  and  respected  as  corporals.  No  company  shall 
have  more  than  one  lance  corporal  at  a time. 

8.  Company  commanders  shall  hold  non-commissioned  officers  meet- 
ings or  schools  for  the  purpose  of  instruction  of  the  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  and  may  impose  a fine  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for 
absence  from  such  meeting. 


Article  VI. 

ENLISTED  MEN. 

1.  All  male  citizens  and  all  male  residents  of  this  state  who  have 
or  who  shall  have  declared  their  intention  to  become  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  between  the  ages  of  17  and  60,  of  good  moral  character 
and  physically  capable  of  performing  constabulary  duty  within  this 
state  are  qualified  for  enlistment  in  the  Home  Guard;  but  no  such 
person  shall  be  enlisted  in  the  Home  Guard  who  might  enlist  in  any 
organization  of  the  National  Guard  in  the  town  where  he  resides  or 
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in  any  town  adjoining  said  town,  while  such  organization  is  below 
the  strength  required  by  the  War  Department  at  the  time  being. 

2.  All  enlistments  shall  be  for  the  period  of  two  years. 

3.  If  any  person  shall  be  deemed  by  the  company  commander  unfit 
to  become  a member  of  his  company,  such  officer  may  decline  to  enlist 
him. 

4.  All  applicants  for  enlistment  must  be  examined  by  a medical 
officer  or  post  surgeon  prior  to  enlistment  and  certified  by  him  on  the 
enlistment  paper  to  be  physically  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  a 
member  of  the  Home  Guard,  in  accordance  with  the  standard  pre- 
scribed by  the  Chief  Surgeon. 

5.  No  soldier  whose  term  of  service  remains  unexpired  in  one  com- 
pany shall  enlist  in  another  company  of  the  Home  Guard. 

6.  No  soldier  will  be  transferred  from  one  company,  or  from  one 
arm  of  service  to  another,  except  by  order  of  the  Military  Emergency 
Board. 

7.  Discharges  are  graded  as  follows: 

(a)  Expiration  of  term  of  service; 

(b)  To  enlist  in  the  United  States  service  or  National 

Guard; 

(c)  Non-residence; 

(d)  Disability; 

(e)  For  benefit  of  the  service; 

(f)  In  accordance  with  sentence  of  a court-martial; 

(g)  Dishonorable. 

8.  Dishonorable  discharges  forbid  re-enlistment  and  will  be  given 
only  in  accordance  with  the  sentence  of  a court-martial;  or  upon 
conviction  of  felony  in  a civil  court. 

9.  Every  soldier  discharged  from  the  service  of  the  state  will  be 
furnished  by  the  Military  Emergency  Board  with  a certificate  of  such 
discharge,  which  will  state  the  reason  therefor. 

10.  All  applications  for  a discharge  must  be  made  to  the  Militiary 
Emergency  Board  through  military  channels,  with  the  reasons  there- 
for assigned.  In  making  application  for  the  discharge  of  men,  com- 
manding officers  shall  state  the  last  day  upon  which  the  member 
reported  for  duty,  and  if  application  is  made  on  ground  of  non-resi- 
dence, shall  also  state  the  present  residence  of  the  man,  if  known, 
and  whether  he  has  removed  permanently. 

11.  A commanding  officer,  deeming  one  of  his  men  physically  dis- 
abled from  performing  duty,  may  make  application  for  an  examina 
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tion  to  a medical  officer  or  post  surgeon,  and,  if  thereupon  proper 
certificate  of  disability  is  given,  may  apply  for  the  discharge  of  the 
soldier.  In  like  manner  a soldier  may  apply,  through  military 
channels,  for  medical  examination. 

12.  Any  commanding  officer  deeming  the  discharge  of  a soldier 
under  his  command  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  service,  shall  forward 
an  application  through  military  channels  to  the  Military  Emergency 
Board,  with  a statement  of  the  case. 

13.  Furloughs  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Military  Emergency 
Board,  for  periods  not  exceeding  three  months,  may  be  granted  to 
enlisted  men  by  regimental  or  district  commanders;  provided,  that 
the  number  of  men  furloughed  from  any  company  shall  not  exceed 
at  any  time  five  per  cent,  of  the  enlisted  strength  present  therewith. 

14.  Upon  return  from  furlough,  an  enlisted  man  shall  report  to  his 
first  sergeant  for  duty.  For  absence  from  any  day’s  duty  or  drill 
after  the  expiration  of  furlough  until  he  reports  for  duty,  he  shall  be 
considered  absent  without  leave.  In  extremely  urgent  cases,  when 
he  is  absent  from  the  state  and  finds  it  impossible  to  return  to  his 
post,  he  may  apply  for  an  extension  of  his  furlough. 

Article  VII. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

1.  The  dimensions  of  all  printed  orders  shall  be  five  by  eight  inches, 
and  of  typewritten  or  written  orders  eight  by  ten  and  one-half  inches. 
The  color  of  paper  of  all  printed  orders  will  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  General  Orders  issued  by  the  Military  Emergency  Board.  All 
General  Orders  must  be  preserved  for  reference  and  files  for  the 
purpose  of  filing  these  orders  will  be  furnished  by  the  Military 
Emergency  Board. 

2.  Commanding  officers  of  districts,  regiments,  battalions,  com- 
panies, troops,  or  divisions  of  the  naval  battalion  shall  forward  on 
the  date  of  issue  two  copies  of  all  printed  or  written  orders  issued 
by  them  through  military  channels  to  the  Military  Emergency  Board. 
One  copy  of  such  orders  shall  be  forwarded  to  regimental  or  district 
headquarters. 

3.  When  it  is  necessary  or  desired  to  furnish  information  to  troops 
not  conveyed  in  general  orders  or  instructions,  a circular  will  be 
published,  of  the  same  dimensions  as  prescribed  for  general  orders. 

4.  All  correspondence  shall  be  sent  through  the  proper  military 
channels.  Communications  to  the  Military  Emergency  Board  from 
the  officers  or  enlisted  men  of  a regiment  shall  be  sent  through  com- 
pany commanders  and  regimental  headquarters,  and  forwarded  by 
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the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  with  his  approval  or  dis- 
approval endorsed  thereon,  when  necessary.  All  other  communica- 
tions to  the  Military  Emergency  Board  shall  be  sent  through  district 
headquarters  and  forwarded  by  the  District  Commander  in  the  same 
manner.  District  or  regimental  adjutants  may  sign  all  such  en- 
dorsements. Company  commanders  or  commanding  officers  of  other 
units,  in  forwarding  communications  from  officers  or  men  in  their 
command  to  or  through  regimental  or  district  headquarters,  shall 
endorse  their  approval  or  disapproval  thereon,  when  necessary. 

5.  Letters  will  be  folded  in  three  folds  and  will  be  so  written  that 
the  top  fold  (which  will  be  folded  back)  will  contain  only  the  place 
and  date  and  the  brief.  In  the  brief  after  the  word  “ From  ” will  be 
given  the  name,  rank,  and  official  designation,  if  any,  of  the  writer, 
and  also  his  company,  regiment  or  district.  The  writer  shall  sign  his 
name  to  the  letter,  but  without  giving  his  rank,  official  designation, 
etc.,  as  these  will  all  be  given  in  the  brief.  The  following  examples 
will  show  the  proper  forms  for  military  correspondence  in  accord- 
ance with  the  instructions  contained  in  this  and  the  preceding  para- 
graph :

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0.  Monthly  drill  reports  shall  he  kept  by  the  first  sergeant  of  each 
company  or  platoon.  Forms  for  these  reports  will  he  furnished  by 
the  Military  Emergency  Board  and  should  be  kept  accurately  and 
intelligently.  These  reports  should  be  forwarded  not  later  than  the 
eighth  day  of  the  following  month  to  the  Military  Emergency  Board 
through  district  or  regimental  headquarters.  Monthly  drill  reports 
of  each  division  of  the  Naval  Battalion  shall  be  kept  by  the  first 
class  boatswain’s  mate  of  each  division  and  forwarded  through  the 
Commander  of  the  Naval  Battalion  to  the  Military  Emergency 
Board. 


Article  VIII. 

CARE  OF  PROPERTY,  REQUISITIONS,  SURVEYING  OFFICER. 

1.  Accountable  officers  will  see  that  all  arms,  uniforms  and  equip- 
ment, in  possession  of  their  respective  commands,  are,  at  all  times 
kept  in  serviceable  condition  and  clean.  Whenever  alterations  of 
uniforms  or  equipment  are  necessary,  the  accountable  officer  shall  get 
estimates  from  responsible  parties  for  the  work  required  and  for- 
ward same  to  the  Chief  Quartermaster,  together  with  his  request  for 
authority  to  incur  the  necessary  expense,  which  when  approved  will 
be  paid  by  the  Chief  Quartermaster.  Every  recruit  will  be  furnished 
with  arms  and  equipment  upon  his  enlistment  and  he  will  thereafter 
be  held  responsible  for  all  property  in  his  possession. 

2.  In  case  of  loss  or  damage  to  property  from  any  cause,  the 
accountable  officer  shall  immediately  make  a full  report  in  writing  to 
the  Military  Emergency  Board,  stating  all  the  facts  of  the  case, 
and  the  extent  of  loss  or  damage. 

3.  A company  commander  shall  not  allow  any  waste  of  public 
property,  and  shall  permit  it  to  be  used  by  members  of  his  command 
for  military  purposes  only. 

4.  Commanders  of  organizations  are  responsible  for  text  books  and 
other  official  publications  issued  for  the  use  of  their  organization. 

5.  All  clothing  and  equipment  which  commanders  of  organizations 
intend  to  turn  in  for  exchange  will  be  carefully  scrutinized  and  ex- 
amined and  the  responsibility  for  any  marking,  defacing,  or  other 
willful  injury  placed  upon  the  offender. 

6.  When  making  requisition  for  any  property  (excepting  ammu- 
nition and  targets ) , a statement  shall  be  written  on  the  face  of  all 
requisitions,  giving  the  reason  why  the  articles  are  required;  if  to 
complete  equipment,  which  has  never  been  complete,  the  words  “ To 
complete  equipment”  will  appear;  if  to  replace  losses  upon  which 
no  action  has  been  taken  by  a surveying  officer  or  losses  to  be  paid 
for  in  accordance  with  findings  of  a surveying  officer,  the  words  “ pur- 
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chase  to  replace  losses,”  will  be  written  thereon ; if  new  issue  in 
compliance  with  orders,  it  will  be  so  stated  on  the  requisition;  if 
for  clothing  in  exchange,  necessary  to  fit  out  recruits,  or  to  refit 
men  who  have  outgrown  or  worn  out  their  clothing  in  service,  it  will 
be  so  stated,  and  in  each  case  the  name  of  the  man  ana  the  date  of 
his  enlistment  will  be  given  on  the  requisition. 

7.  When  officers  responsible  for  public  property  die,  resign  or  are 
relieved  from  duty,  the  property  in  their  possession  will  be  taken  up 

I by  the  Chief  Quartermaster,  and  receipt  given  for  the  same.  When 
an  officer  accountable  for  public  property  is  appointed,  the  Chief 
Quartermaster  will  issue  to  him,  as  soon  as  he  has  filed  a satisfactory 
bond,  the  necessary  arms,  clothing,  and  equipment  for  his  command. 

8.  Requisitions  for  any  property  whatsoever,  excepting  necessary 
parts  of  clothing  for  recruits,  or  when  otherwise  specifically  directed, 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  respective  departments,  not  oftener  than 

I once  in  each  month,  and  not  later  than  the  fourth  day  of  the  month. 
All,  or  as  many  as  possible,  of  the  articles  required  from  any  one 
department,  shall  be  entered  on  one  requisition,  thereby  reducing  the 
issues  to  the  smallest  possible  number ; if  sufficient  space  is  not 
found  on  one  blank,  then  another  sheet  should  be  attached  thus 
requiring  but  one  signature  and  one  file  number. 

!).  All  requisitions  for  books,  stationery,  blanks,  etc.,  shall  be  made 
directly  to  the  Military  Emergency  Board  and  for  all  other  property, 
equipment,  arms  and  ammunition,  to  the  Chief  Quartermaster;  for 
medical  property  to  the  Chief  Surgeon. 

10.  Requisitions  shall  be  made  upon  the  forms  furnished  by  the 
Military  Emergency  Board. 

11.  A surveying  officer  will  be  detailed  by  the  Military  Emergency 
Board  if  one  is  required.  An  interested  officer  is  not  available  for 
such  detail. 

12.  The  surveying  officer  shall  fully  investigate  matters  submitted 
to  him,  calling  for  all  evidence  obtainable,  and  not  limiting  his  in- 
quiry to  proofs  or  statements  presented  by  the  parties  in  interest. 
He  should  rigidly  scrutinize  the  evidence,  especially  in  cases  of  al- 
leged theft  or  embezzlement,  and  not  recommend  the  relief  of  officers 
or  soldiers  from  responsibility  unless  fully  satisfied  that  those 
charged  with  the  care  of  property  have  performed  their  whole  duty 
in  regard  to  it,  hearing  in  person  or  by  deposition  all  persons  con- 
cerned in  the  subject  matter  before  him. 

13.  The  party  responsible  for  the  property  to  be  surveyed  shall  in 
all  cases  furnish  original  certification  or  affidavits  of  the  testimony 
of  the  witnesses  upon  which  he  relies  to  relieve  him  from  responsi 
bility. 
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15.  A surveying  officer  lias  authority  to  administer  an  oath  to  a 
witness. 

16.  All  affidavits,  certificates  or  testimony  that  may  he  called  for 
by  the  surveying  officer  must  be  furnished  by  the  person  under  whose 
care  such  property  was  at  the  time  when  the  damage  or  losses, 
occurred. 

17.  Upon  completion  of  his  duties,  the  surveying  officer  shall  for- 
ward to  the  appointing  officer  a report  of  duty  performed  together 
with  all  affidavits  and  certificates  which  have  been  filed  with  him. 

IS.  Officers  accountable  for  military  property  will  be  bonded  in 
the  manner,  form  and  amount  prescribed  by  the  Military  Emergency 
Board. 

1!).  An  officer  or  enlisted  man  may  be  held  responsible  for  any 
damage  to  or  loss  or  destruction  of  property,  upon  the  report  of  a 
surveying  officer  fixing  such  responsibility  and  the  money  value 
thereof  may  be  deducted  from  any  pay  for  military  services  that  may ' 
l>e  due  or  become  due  to  such  officer  or  enlisted  man,  or  an  action  ma 
be  brought  upon  the  bond  filed  by  such  officer. 

20.  No  enlisted  man  shall  be  entitled  to  an  honorable  discliar 
who  has  failed  to  make  restitution  for  any  damage  to,  loss 
destruction  of  military  property  for  which  he  has  been  fount, 
responsible  by  a report  of  a surveying  officer. 

* 

21.  The  commanding  officer  ur  each  company  or  other  unit  shal 
keep  an  accurate  list  of  all  property  received  and  issued  by  him  in 
the  book  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  Military  Emergency 
Board. 

Article  IX. 

POST  SURGEONS. 

1.  In  all  towns  where  there  are  Home  Guard  organizations  a Post 
Surgeon  may  be  appointed.  He  must  lie  a physician  in  good  stand- 
ing and  regularly  enlisted  for  service  in  the  Home  Guard. 

2.  Post  Surgeons  shall  examine  applicants  for  enlistment  in  the 
Home  Guard  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of 
them  by  the  Chief  Surgeon. 

3.  Post  Surgeons  will  be  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Chief  Surgeon. 
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Article  X. 

DRILLS  AND  FINES  FOR  NON-ATTENDANCE. 

1.  Regular  drills  will  be  liekl  by  each  unit  of  the  Home  Guard 
whenever  ordered  by  the  Military  Emergency  Board  or  by  the  Dis- 
trict Commander. 

2.  The  fines  for  non-attendance  at  regular  drills  prescribed  in 
chapter  355  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1917  will  be  strictly  enforced. 

Article  XI. 

COMPANY  BY-LAWS. 

1.  Any  company  or  other  unit  of  the  Home  Guard  may  adopt 
by-laws  for  the  regulation  of  its  civil  affairs. 

2.  When  adopted  these  by-laws  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Dis- 
trict Commander  for  approval. 

V 3.  The  District  Commander  will  see  that  all  by-laws  so  adopted 
“ not  conflict  with  these  regulations  or  with  the  statute  laws  of  the 
h.ate. 

Article  XII. 

THE  HOME  GUARD  RESERVE. 

1.  The  Flome  Guard  Reserve  will  be  composed  of  such  men  as 
«-nlist  for  service  therein  and  of  men  who  may  be  transferred  to  the 
reserve  from  the  active  or  first  line  forces. 

2.  The  reserve  forces  will  be  divided  into  classes  and  organized 
into  provisional  companies  or  larger  units  as  may  be  ordered  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Military  Emergency  Board. 

3.  The  reserve  forces  will  not  be  called  upon  for  active  duty  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  great  emergency. 

4.  Members  of  the  Reserve  may  drill  with  some  company  or 
other  unit  of  the  active  or  first  line,  with  the  permission  of  the 
commanding  officer  of  such  company  or  unit,  or  may  drill  by  them- 
selves. 

5.  Any  man  regularly  enlisted  in  the  active  or  first  line  forces 
may  be  transferred  to  the  Reserve  on  his  own  application  made 
through  military  channels  to  the  Military  Emergency  Board.  The 
reasons  for  the  transfer  should  be  fully  stated  in  the  application. 

6.  A member  of  the  Reserve  may  in  like  manner  be  transferred 
to  the  active  or  first  line  forces,  on  his  own  application,  with  the 
approval  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  company  or  other  unit 
to  which  he  wishes  to  be  transferred. 

7.  The  Commander  of  any  company  or  other  unit  may  make  ap- 
plication to  the  Military  Emergency  Board  for  the  transfer  of  any 
man  under  his  command  to  the  Reserve.
